MINING, AND THE STOCK EXCHANGE. 

Sm,—It is a matter offpurprise to many that attention has not been 
hitherto directed to the afomalous position of mining in the Stock Ex- 
change. On the Official List, I believe, there are not more than about 
30 British mines whith are quoted: the consequence of this is that an undue 
preference is given to these few ies, and speculators are in several 

indisposed to invest their pane ms undertakings in which there is 
ither no regular market, or they must depend upon the bona fides of the 
party whom they may trast to negociate the sale or purchase of shares. 
One of the objections to the present mode of transacting business is 
the use of blank transfers; neither of the contracting parties are allowed to 
become acquainted, and the consequence of this is, a suspicion is engendered 
that the intermediary agent has not given a sufficient or fair price, but 
pocketed the commissions 
such a mode of dealing is of constant occurrence, but instances of this kind 
occasionally take place among the less respectable members of the mining 
fraternity, and it is from such practices that the public require to be pro- 
tected. The question will be asked, how is this to be effected? The an- 
swer is direct and simple, recognise mining on the Stock Exchange like 
any other investment, and there would be a r amount of business done 
than at present, as the general public have increased confidence in 
rinining adventure. What the present rule may be which regulates the 
decision of the Committee I am not aware; it is, however, one of no fixed 
limits, as can be seen from the fact that all the mines on the Official List 
are not the most prominent, while several of great merits are precluded 
from the privilege of being quoted. There to be no difficulty in 
the admission of foreign mines ; these, it is well known, are either gua- 
ranteed by the respectability of the parties connected with them, or the 
banker’s certificate that a certain amount of capital has been paid-up: this, 
however, it is well known, is often deposited for the pee, and as soon 
as the object is effected is again withdrawn, probably to be used for a 
similar at another bank. To many of the foreign adventures, 
saasieligr tens connected with the gold mining schemes of 1851—52, it 
is not necessary here further to allude ; but this may be remarked, that 
owing to being placed on the Stock Exchange they were received with 
great encouragement by the public: they are, however, now to be num- 
bered among the things that are passed away, and merely to be remem- 
bered as a warning to future credulity. 

The Mining Exchange, established some few years since, perished of 
total inanition, and any attempt to revive a similar institution would meet 
with signal failure. ‘There appears to be among the dealers and 
agents a great want of esprit de corps, and union among them appears to 
be hopeless. ‘The ic wealth of the United Kingdom has not that 
prominent position that it deserves: what I propose is this, that every mine 
should be placed on the Official List of the Stock Exchange, a 
of which could satisfactorily prove to the Committee of that lishment 
that the intentions of the proprietors were being honestly carried out, and 
a certain portion of capital sabscribed to develope the property. This done, 
a guarantee would be given to the public ot the soundneas of the under- 
taking ; persons who are indifferent to mining now would then invest, as 
they would be aware that a price could always be obtained for their pro- 
perty if they wished to realise, and would feel they were no longer at the 
mercy of agents who buy and sell at their own prices, fixing the value of 
shares as their caprice or interest may dictate. What is required is more 
extended speculation in mining, and greater protection to the public.

I make no comments on this, but 
I certainly think the officials of the company should put forward some 
statement, so that we might be in a position to understand whether we had 
the monopoly of emery; or that there were more energetic persons in the 
field than the present effete body who regulate our movements.

COLLIERY OPERATIONS IN THE ISLAND OF BORNEO. 

Srr,—A short account of our doings in this part of the far East may 
not be uninteresting to some of your readers at present, as it is most pro- 
bable at no distant date the Island of Borneo may fall into the hands of 
either the French or American nations. We have, or are supposed to 
haye, two companies (English) carrying on operations under the Limited 
Liability Act in the neighbourhood of Borneo. The affairs of all such 
companies, I understood, were necessitated to become public. The doings 
of those two companies are kept, it appears, private as much as possible; 
for what reason I cannot guess, except that they are managed too well to 
stand the public gaze. One of those companies has been, I believe, at 
work for ten years on the Island of Labuan—an English colony, by-the- 
bye: it is said the coal seam is 10 ft. thick, and is found cropping out to 
surface, and at an angle of 30°; and I understand the company has ex- 
pended an enormous sum, said to be 150,000/. Can it beso? Now, Sir, 
this can only be by bad management, such management affecting all 
parties, both at home and abroad. How often it is the case that directors 
and shareholders work their own ruin, and then, after having done so, seek 
for some unfortunate miner to put the fault on. 

The ruin of many fine properties has been caused by a shareholder re- 
commending some friend or friend’s friend; very clever men in their line, 
but they lack the most important point—practice in what they have come 
to overlook, and hence the mishap. ‘The mineral wealth of Borneo is not 
well known, but in'my next letter I will ascertain something of the nature 
of the Borneo mineral deposits, so far as is known. CaRBON.

THE STEAM-JET. 
Srr,—lIn an article on the invention of the steam-jet, which appeared in 
the Mining Journal of Sept. 3, bat which has only now fallen under my 
observation, you have assigned to Mr. Goldsworthy Gurney the discovery 


of that deyice, in which I believe.you are not correct, as I think I shall be 
able to show. You state that the first application of it was made by Mr. 
Gurney at the Surrey Institution, in 1820, for the purpose of obtaining in- 
tense heat. The fact of such appliance is doubtless correct, but I believe 
the steam-jet was used some years earlier by a very humble but ingenious 
and worthy man, of the name of Jonathan Forster, an old and intimate 
friend of the late George Stephenson. He was the enginewright (so called), 
though more properly engineer, of Wylam Colliery, belonging at the time 
to Christopher leckett, Esq., on whose wagon-way locomotive engines, 
in substitution for horses, were first successfully applied in the year 1810, 
and which engines, on a very simple construction (or other similar ones), 
are still running. The road, which was then a tramway, was afterwards 
laid with edge rails. 

Mr. Forster had the charge and management of those engines, and for 
some time he had no little difficulty in maintaining their efficiency by a 


speed of some four or five miles an hour. But this state of things made 
clear to him the fact that the sluggish draught of the necessarily low chim- 
ney was the cause of the inactive operation in the boiler, which set his in- 
genuity to work, and ended in the contrivance of discharging the high- 
pressure steam into the chimney, and next, by throttling the same, pro- 
duced the jet. From that time the rate of travelling was augmented to 
10 miles an hour, and which speed is still in use. I spent four days with 
the late Mr. Stephenson at his house near Chesterfield, a very few months 
previous to his death, when this individual (Mr. Forster), among mahy 
other reminiscences, was spoken of. As regards Mr. Gurney, whose abili- 
ties I hold in high estimation, I am fully prepared to believe that he might, 
in 1820, know nothing of Jonathan Forster’s proceedings, and, therefore, 
that in his mind the idea of the steam-jet was original. —

THE “GREAT EASTERN ”—CAUSE OF EXPLOSION. 
Sim,—As the sad and fatal explosion on board the Great Eastern ship 
has very properly excited much thought and investigation, from the ex- 
treme violence of the disruption of the parts of the vessel exposed to its in- 
fluence—and some have imagined that the ignition of the gaseous products 
of docpeesition of wate 5 produced ag venture to offer my humble 
inion on the subject, believing it to be of great importance that it should 
be understood and explained. ~ 
It is well known to those who have studied the effects of the vapour of 
steam that temperature alone cannot be relied upon as the measure of 
its elastic power. ‘Thus, if any part of a boiler, or vessel containing water 
and steam, be suffered to become of higher temperature than the water 
contained in it, from the want of a sufficient supply of water, and thus the 
iron be exposed to the flames of the furnace, the steam will readily absorb 
the increase of heat, without acquiring increased elasticity; and as heat 
will not descend in water, this excess of heat in the steam cannot be taken 
up by the water below. The steam may thus be heated to red heat, and, 

uently, the iron surface of a vessel will be red hot, and will ignite 
any combustible body or inflammable vapour in contact with it. If in this 
state any fracture place, the steam will rush out quicker than ic is 
generated, and the water will rise with it, and being instantly converted 
into steam of the highest elasticity from the heat which it will take up from 
the overheated steam, an explosion of great violence will take place. This 
was proved by the late talented Mr. Perkins, in his varied experiments 
with his steam-gun. 

I fally believe this explains the violence of the explosion in the Great 
Eastern. The funnel and the water-casing, for want of the proper supply 
of water, became red hot, as well as the steam within the casing, the ne- 
cessary supply of water not being given, and thus the funnel was blown up 
into the air from the pressure of the steam, and the explosion caused by its 
escape, comming'ed with the small residue of water at the bottom.

UNPROTECTED SHAFTS. 


Srr,—About 12 months since you did me the honour to insert a com- 
munication on this subject, dated from Camborne, Cornwall, since which 


I have visited the spot, and find the evil in some small degree remedied. 
Whether this arose from the perusal of your Journal, or from an accident 
that occurred shortly afterwards, where the fear of a coroner’s jury acted 
as a wholesome styptic, I know not, but so it was. I found many wide- 
mouthed shafts “ soldered ” over or hedged round; still the evil exists, and 
cries aloud (aye, trumpet-mouthed) for remedy. It has been said no pre- 
cautions would be taken to prevent accidents on railroads until a bishop 
or a board of directors had been smashed. I firmly believe no effectual 
cure will be applied to neglected mines until a land proprietor or two dis- 
appear to the depths below in the presence of their stewards, or, what 
would, perhaps, be better, as a vicarious sacrifice, if a steward for a land- 
lord (what a rare phenomenon) should be immolated. ‘Then, perhaps, the 
matter might be investigated and remedied—not that I desire such a de- 
nouement, for if I did 1 might wait long enough, as landlords or stewards 
seldom visit neglected mines; their business is with the prosperous, where 
little trouble (except receiving dues, or estimating damages) await them; 
the danger is left to the wayfarer and children. 

I was forcibly struck with these facts, a few days since, at the Coosheen 
Mine, where a shaft, at least 20 fms. deep, was wholly unprotected within 
5 ft. of the public highway, and not more than 20 fms. from three cottages, 
in which were not less than a dozen young children. Around the shaft 
were several head of cattle chewing the cud, without the slightest attempt 
being made to protect even them from mishap. On making a remark to 
my companion, he said, “ It really is too bad, but we think nothing of it 
here.” A further examination showed me not less than three or four, all 
equally dangerous, and all equally unprotected. Should an aceident hap- 
pen, a coroner’s jury would soon settle by its verdict, I hope—and that, 
too, in such a manner as would leave an impression—whose duty it is to 
see that the public are protected against such monstrous evils. I hope this 
letter may meet the eyes of those whom it most concerns in the instance I 
quote, and the eyes of others who may have properties having similar traps 
on them; for assuredly, if they permit them to become man-traps, and 
consequently Golgothas, they may rely upon it they will be compelled to 
bear the cross.—Sept. 19. Grorce Henwoop. 


ON TIN MINES AND MINING.—No. IL. 


Wuear Vor Districr.—This district presents a wide contrast to that 
of Wendron; the mines, I am sorry to say, are vot looking so well, and their prospects 
are not at all bright. It is well known what a failare Wheal Vor has been during the 
present working; and, from information I have been able to collect, it appears very 
doubtful if the old mine will ever pay. I have not met with one miner in all my travels 
who thinks it will pay for working; the cost will necessarily be so great, that a large 
quantity of tin will be required to meet it. It isa great pity they ever commenced 
seeking for a mine so deep as Wheal Vor; and some think the working of the sett has 
done great injury to Cornish mining : it has, I fear, put a stop for a long time to the clear- 
ing up of deep mines. Such a joss has never taken piace in Cornish mines before. There 
is hope, however, for them if they would pursue a different course. They must consider 
the capital already laid out as lost, or nearly the whole of it; but if they confine their 
operations to Wheal Metal they may have a moderately profitable mine. I do not hear 
any good opinion expressed of the western part, where such strong hopes were held vut ; 
but time will prove. 

Great Wueat Fortune has been another great failure up to the pre- 
sent moment; it lies south of Wheal Vor. The old mine is 100 fins. deep. The opera- 
tions are confined to driving two cross-cuts,—one at the 70 south, the other at the 60, 
--to cut the north lode. 1 have heard within a few days they have cut the north lode 
in the 60 cross-cut, and that it is worth 30/. per fm.; this is an important discovery if 
it lasts. There were great expectations entertained some time since respecting the 
Carnmeal lode, which is worked by a separate engine. They had a good run of tin 
ground from the adit to within a few fathoms of the 36 fm. level, but that level has been 
driven unfler the ran of tin ground found above, and no tin of value found in it; this is 
a great disappointment. The shaft is sunk to the 46 fm. level, lode split into several 
small branches. I have no great hope that Great Wheal Fortane will ever make a pro- 
fitable mine. c 4 

Norra Wueat Vor is very poor; I found the steam stamps idle for 
want of work. They are giving the mine a further trial by sinking the engine-shaft 





10 fms. deeper; if nothing is discovered in this 10 fms., it is said it will cease working 
by the present company. {do not like the strata, it is not congenial for producing tin; 
it is that sort of clay-siate in which I have not seen much tin or copper. 


New Wueat Vor anp East Wueat Mera has not come up to what 
was expected when it commenced working. The reports were too sanguine to be believed 
by any Cornishman. I have always thought it was a piece of ground that was worthy 
of trial, and think so still. The western part is very poor,—a large lode producing @ 
little tin, but not enough to pay for working. I think more highly of the eastern part, 
Wheai Bramble; the janction of the clay-slate with the granite takes place not far east 
of Wheat Bramble engine-house. Though raising 6 tons of tin per month they cannot 
pay. I hear the company is a highly respectable one, and would just say“to them—take 
care of too low produce tinstaff; have other objects in view than returning a certain 
quantity of tin, for tin, like gold, can be bought too dear. : 

Great Work Mrz, once so rich, is now poor; the levels going west 
into hard ground. Whenever the lode gets into contact with hard ground in this 
mine it becomes poor at once; the stratum is granite. The mine is situated between 
two high hills, between which a soft channel of ground is found; in this the tin and 
copper was found. They have been laying out considerable sums of money lately in 
improving their machinery. It is to be hoped they will be able to pay dividends again ; 
but, looking at the situation and geological position, I fear it has seen its best days. 


Of the Sr. Just District I cannot say much at present ; I have been 
but very little there. Some good mines are found in it, but it appears to be declining. 


Sr. Ives District.—Wueat Marcaret has been an extensive and 
profitable mine. The granite in this and the adjoining mine is highly favourable for 
tin. There is a certain kind of granite in this mine and Wheal Mary that is not favour- 
able for producing tin, and as soon as the lodes enter this unfavourable channel of ground 
they fail. Wheal Margaret has several lodes, some of which are worked on very exten- 
sively ; the present workings are principally confined to the lode which caused a dispute 
to arise between them and Wheal Mary adventurers. It is said Wheal Margaret adven- 
turers have taken away 100,000/. worth of tin from this disputed lode. I believe the 
ends on this and other Jodes in Wheal Margaret are poor. Several of the levels have been 
stopped driving; and their returns will be considerably less this quarter than last—it is 
said their tin will be 40 tons under. But [ can hardly understand how this is; there 
must be'a great falling off indeed in the mine to cause this deficiency. I think there 
are large quantities of tin in Margaret yet.

Wueat Marx lies north of Wheal Margaret. The workings are prin- 
cipally confined to Wheal Mary lode, which has been very productive and profitable. 
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| The engine-shaft is sinking below the 254, on the south part of the lode, which is poor. 
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The tin ground is dipping east ; on the western part the tin lasted down to about the 60 
or 7; further east it was deeper. Iyde’s shaft, which is about the middle of the sett, 
is sunk to the 170, but there is nothing doing below the 160, They have a very pro- 
mising plece of ground before them eastward, and large returns are likely to be realised 
from it, leaving good profits to the adventurers.

Fast of Wheal Kitty and Wheal Mary lies ‘Trencrom; a mine recently 
set to work, with very good prospects indeed. It embraces most of Wheal Kitty and 
Wheal Mary lodes. A steam-engine has just been set to work. I think they will have 
a profitable mine at a moderate outlay. 7 

I can only say in passing that Wueat Reern is an old deep mine; for- 
merly it was very rich, but lately has been poor. They are clearing up the eastern part, 
which is above 200 fins. deep. I think they have good prospects in their eastern ground, 
but more calls will be required before it can become a profitable mine. 

Sr. Ives Consors I cannot say much about; the same with regard to 
yrovipence. From information [ have confidence in, I believe these mines will pay 
moderate dividends for some considerable time to come. They are called “ carbona 
mines,”—that is, the tin is not generally found in lodes but in deposits, Sometimes they 
have great difficulty in tracing the lodes, owing to their small size,—a mere division in 
the rock,—when suddenly they cut into a rich deposit of tin, which extends away into 
the surrounding rock. Some of these carbonas, or deposits, have produced as much as 
20, 30, or 40 tons of tin, or even more, They meet with these carbonas quite unexpect- 
ony and they are cut out just the same, 

here are some other mines in this district, such as RosewaLt Hin, 
Lecant Consots, East Provipence, &c,, but they are all poor. At East Providence 
their object is to get down through the killas into the granite, where their hopes are 
centred. They are not making any returns; but two shafts are sinking with all speed. 
Taking @ general view of the mines in St. Ives district, they are not looking so well as 
they were some few months ago.— [Since writing the above, | have heard that Wheal 
Margaret has only paid 2/. per share—a great disappointment to the shareholders. It is 
also said that the reason their returns last quarter were so much under was owing to 4 
run having taken place in one of their levels, by which they were 30 tons of tin short 
a large quantity for one evel.) 


Camporne Districtr.—This may with propriety be called a new tin 
district ; though tin has been raised from some of the mines for a considerable time, it 
is bat a few years they have been looked at as tin mines. It is well known that Dol- 
coath, Cook’s Kitchen, Tincroft, and Carn Brea Mines have produced immense quantities 
of copper. In giving a history and description of them as tin mines, I shall commence 
with Dolcoath, passing over Xtray Park and Camborne Vean Mines, as they have not 
sold much tin yet. No doubt there are large deposits of tin in those mines, but they 
must go deeper in order to reach the profitable tin ground. The junction of the killas 
with the granite takes place at a deeper level in Stray Park and Camborne Vean Mines 
than at Doleoath. ‘They are on the same lodes, and | think they will give good profits, 
put not until considerable sums of money are expended in developing them. 

DotcoatH Moye lies just to the north of a high granite hill, in the 
parish of Camborne, calied Carn Entral, a continuation of the Carn Brea range. The 
upper part of the mine is in clay-slate, or killas; at the middle part of the mine the 
junction of the clay-slate with the granite takes place at the 126 fm. level. No tin of 
any importance has been found in the killas at the middle of the mine, but the lode has 
been rich for copper. The copper held down in the granite to about the 170 fm. level ; 
one or two bunches of copper held down to the 80 fm. level, but below that very little 
copper has been found. At about the 150 tin began to show itself in the lode. In the 
eastern part some tin ground reaoked up to about the 110 fm, level; where this was the 
case no Copper was found. From the 150 to the 200 there was a gradual going out of 
copper, and a gradual coming in of tin; the tinstuff was of low quality, about 1 or 1 
percent, When this part of the lode was worked tin was from 401. to 501. per ton, 
there was hard work to make the mine pay.

It may 
be enid this is a large amount; but when we see what their returns are a year, and look 
at the section and see the smail quantity of ground taken away in a year, [ think I am 
quite safe in putting down the tin discovered at the above figure. I do not hesitate in 
saying there is more tin in reserve in Doleoath than in any three mines in the county. 
There is a large stock of machinery on the mine, and near 1000 persons employed; Dol- 
coath turning from poverty to riches is a great blessing for the neighbourhood. Other 
mines are working in consequence of its riches.

SUBDIVISION OF SHARES. 


Sirn,—Perceiving by one of your Notices to Correspondents that the above question is 
likely to be further agitated, and believing it to be one of importance to the interests of 
mining, I am induced to trespass on your courtesy by a further illustration of my own 
views thereon. If the two extremes of the numbers of shares in a mine be taken—as 
Wheal Owles in 80 shares, and Vale of Towy and St. Day United each in 20,000 shares, 
—it will be at once admitted that for all practical purposes one or other must be wrong; 
and to test each let it be brought to notice that Wheal Owles has continued to pay divi- 
dends ever since it commenced them, whilst the two other concerns, after a very brief 
existence in your Dividend List, have gone (it is to be hoped not permanently) into 
abeyance. The wish would be quite Utopian to expect a uniform number of shares iu 
600 or 700 British mines, and all that could, or can, be hoped for, therefore, is that when 
the science of mining is a little further advanced a moderate number of 1000 or 2000 will 
never be surpassed; whilst to assist in producing this improvement, a calm agita- 
tion of the question can do no harm; and for this reason I rejoice to see attention grow- 
ing up in its favour. I take no credit to myself for being, as I believe, the first to make 
remarks on the unsound habit in the introduction of new mines, that of an excessive 
number of shares, as well as on an increase in the number of others already established. 
My friend, Mr. Edward Cooke, displays considerable ingenuity in his letter in your 
last Journal, in reply to my remarks in the preceding Number; but, quite accidentally, 
of course, Mr. Cooke misses the mark. All my arguments and remarks hitherto on the 
subject have been in favour of some medium number of shares for new mines, and against 
a subdivision in established ones (such as Wheal Providence, as a recent example), hav- 
ing endeavoured to show that the change is made for individual or market purposes, and 
not for the public benefit. Mr. Cooke is aware of these being my views, and yet our 
“esteemed friend joins issue with me, and still contends that a mine should not be di- 
vided into a less number than 1024 shares.”

the recent case of Providence Mine; and thus when another such move is an in 
any mine (since opposition to a foregone measure would be useless), I take the iiberty to 
advise the public to buy the shares before the subdivision, and not after it.

BELL AND LANARTH, AND BROKERS’ ADVICE. 


Sin,—Bell and Lanarth Mine is not to be stopped, as intimated in the Journal of last 
week, so much on account of the large arrears of call (only 3407) as the apparent worth- 
lessness of the sett, the report stating “ the favourable appearances have wholly disap- 
peared, and there is nothing encouraging to report on.”

About the same time Mr. Oracle 
intimated his intention of pointing out, through the medium of the Journal, such adven- 
tures as from time to time he considered in a promising position. I believe the only two 
so honoured were Wheal Charlotte and North Minera, since which each has receded in 
value about 60 per cent. More recently the same authority presented to the readers of

To those about entering on mining speculation I offer 
the following “ advice gratis,” unless in possession of positive knowledge of the capabi- 
lities of any one recommending shares, and of the general result of their previous recom- 
mendations to others—before making a purchase take the Mining Journal for at least 
twelve months, observe closely the fluctuations in the price of the various shares, record 
the different opinions that are expressed by the several writers in its pages, and watch 
the result of such opinion: you will then have some idea of the security of mining in- 
vestments, and the amount of credence to be given to many of the statements put for- 
ward as to their eligibility as a means of increasing capital.

Sir,—The letters of Mr. Hichens and Mr. Gittus, in last week’s Journal, show such a 
strong ill-feeling that the merest looker-on cannot fail to observe it. Mr. Hichens reters 
to me; and I must say in reply that some of his if not absolutely untrue, are 
so perverted that they look like untruths.

His reply, however, to my letter ought, in my simple opinion, to 
have been confined—1, to the disprova! of the lode or lodes having been cut to the west 
of the great cross-course by the old men; and 2, that the great and unnecessary ex- 
pense incurred in sinking of a series of sump-winzes frem level to level simultaneously 
with the engine-shaft, in order to unwater a “ bunch” of ore, to stope it away four 
months before it ought to be, was a new and approved art of mining. Bathe has failed 
to prove either the one or the other; and, thereft I still tend, and am prepared to 
prove, that both the main and south lodes have yielded many 1000/. worth of ore to the 
west of the great cross-course, adjacent to which hundreds of fathoms of ground have 
been stoped away by the old men.

With all 
deference to the judgment of your correspondent’s informants, Pryor’s lode is not con- 
sidered by “ young miners ” well acquainted with this locality to be a lode of minor im- 
portance, nor can it be by the present manager himself, who, in his report published in 
the Journal of Aug. 13, speaks of the great importance of cutting Pryor’s lode at the 30, 
which produced in the level above 480/. worth of ore in 20 fms. of ground. 

“ An Old Adventurer” will, in perusing my letter a second time, perceive that I have 
stated by whom the adit was driven from south to north, and, therefore, he need not ask 
the question. I did not say, nor has your correspondent any right to assert, that the 
cross-cut was extended to cut the south lode, which was mistaken for the main lode, 
and so ended their search. I did not say so, because there is no truth in it. 

With respect to sinking sump-winzes for the purpose of legitimately working mines, 
@ volume might be written against the system. The , however, may do just as 
he pleases, so far as [am concerned. I have not, as “ An Old Adventurer” supposes, 
any ill-feeling whatever against the present management to prompt me to write to cor- 
rect that which I knew was incorrect.

: THE GREAT EASTERN. 


Sir,—The accident on board the Great Eastern has arisen solely from a want of mecha- 
nical skill. Ona reference to the Mining Journal of Nov. 14, 1857, page 801, will be 
seen an article in reference to the Great Eastern —ostensibly written to caution all who 
had a duty to perform in trying to preserve the lives of Her Britannic Majesty’s sub- 
jects. The tunnels of the paddie-engines are from the boilers toa few feet above the upper 
deck, and for about 69 feet are the principal bvilers, but have no appliances attached 
to them for safety. The space between the funnel and its outer casing is about 6 in., 
and for either the maker of the boilers, fannels, engines, the civil engineer, or the Sur- 
veyors of the Board of Trade, to allow such a receptacle to be turned into a boiler, where 
incrustacie, or farring, gathers upon the metal, stopping the tap-holes, &c., I am at 
a loss to comprehend. When it is a well-known fact that boilers have to be kept inter- 
nally clean: and to clean 60 feet down a space of only 6 in. in breadth, no wonder at the 
explosion, when the hearing surface of the funnel would be much greater than that of the 
other boilers. It is only natural for the steam to be stronger where the greatest heat of fire 
can be applied ; this being the case, the internal skin of the vertical boilers would be 
much more heated than the outside skin; hence the great pressure there must have 
been in the vertical boilers caused the internal surface to collapse, and the explosion to 
get vent up the space used as the funnel. The paddie-engines only working up to half 
their power, and the heating surface of the vertical boilers not being relieved with cold 
water as fast as required, caused the strength of steam to goon increasing until its recep- 
tacle gave way, and proved the vertical structures that were to serve for funnels and 
boilers were too weak, with the metal not in mechanical positien, &c., to hold the in- 
creased internal contents of the vertical steam -boilers. Joun CLARE, jun.

has been addressed by Mr. Harvey, manager of the Clunes Quartz Mining Company, to 
Mr. R. H. Bland, manager of the Port Phillip Company, on the appearances of the reef 
now being worked by the Clunes Company. The communication contains much that 
is encouraging to the proprietaries of both companies, as likely materially to advance 
their respective interests, and also @ geological fact that quartz reefs in depth can be 
rendered payable, thus controverting the hypothesis that the yield of gold in depth is 
unproductive, but upon this point quot homines tot sententia. It may be stated that two 
years have elapsed since the Clunes Company commenced operations on the reefs at 
Clunes, during which time great and important results have taken place, not so much on 
account of the richness of the reefs as from facilities for obtaining a poor class of quartz 
in large quantities, which until recently was considered unprofitable. Itis only, how- 
ever, upon becoming acquainted with the details of operations, the position and number 
of the reefs lying in close proximity, that any idea can be formed of the favourable posi- 
tiou the company occupies for carrying on a large mining undertaking. Its situation 
offers advantages of no ordinary character for the development of so many reefs, which 
from have every prospect of continuing to be productive in depth. The great 
feature in these reefs is their unvarying regularity in yield, as well as the large amount 
of quartz which can be obtained. Had there been any falling off in the yield, there 
would have been a doubt of the reefs continuing productive; but such is not likely to 
be the case, as in the deep workings the bearing channels of the reefs look as promising 
as ever.

The engine-shaft is situated hetween the Old Man’s and the Eastern reefs, having a posi- 
tion nearly in the centre of the reefs, and is 42 fms. in depth; it is from this shaft the 
Old Man’s reef has beencut. The principal work carried on in this shaft is in the Eastern 
reef, which is intersected at a depth of 38 fms. for the purposes of draining. The quartz 
looks very well, especially towards the north. The eastern reef has been cut from the 
engine-shaft by four levels, and the greatest depth at which they have been worked, 
owing to water, being 33 fms., where the reef is from 3 to 4 ft. wide, and has the same 
character and appearance, and in every respect looks equally as well as it did in the 
upper portion of the reef.

THE COAL TRADE. 
The position of the Coal Trade is about the same as reported last week, 
although house coals have been sold at a higher rate since that time, and 
Hartley’s and manufacturers’ have in some cases been bought at a slight 
reduction. On Monday a large number of transactions were effected ; best 
house realised about 3d. per ton more than on the previous market day, 
but the demand for Hartley’s and manufacturers’ was not so good, and to 
do business sellers were compelled to yield to a reduction of 3d. There 
were 111 ships at market, of which 96 were sold, and 15 remained on hand. 
On Wednesday there was a steady market, and, considering the number of 
ships, a satisfactory amount of business was done. Of 30 ships at market, 
25 were sold, of which 13 went to supply gas contracts ; at the close of the 


market 5 ships remained unsold. Yesterday the market was not so brisk, 
yet a fair clearance was made ; only 1 ship remained unsold of the 26 
at market. 


It is believed that an action will be commenced without delay in the 
case of Hunter v. Nicol by Mr. Nicol, with a view to obtaining damages 
for the annoyance he has been put to—a verdict of “ Not Guilty’ having 
been given, and both the judge and jury having expressed themselves 
strongly against the course pursued by Mr. Hunter.

The Belgians appear ming more alive to the importance of extend- 
ing their sales rather than attempting to limit them, the Mons Chamber of 
Commerce having just issued a very sensible report, which, if well consi- 
dered, will do much to improve the condition of the local trade. From this 
report it appears that in 1854 Belgium supplied two-thirds of the whole of 
the coal imported into France, whilst in 1858 they supplied but little more 
than one-half. During 1858 the production of coals in the Mons district 
was 3,379,215 tons, being an augmentation of the quantity of the pre- 
ceding year of 194,179 tons. The superficies of the ground from which 
those coals came is only 38,668 hectares, making the produce about 87 tons 
per hectare. The report says—“ That is a higher average than is obtained 
in France, which is about 22 tons, or even in England, where it is esti- 
mated at 37 tons.’’ The number of workmen employed in and about the 
mines is 29,222. The annual wages average about 730 frs. each. There 
were 294 machines employed for the extraction of coal, the drainage, ven- 
tilation of the mines, &c. ‘The machines are reported to have been made 
from the latest and most approved inventions. ose for the extraction of 
coals are capable of raising from the bottom to the surface of the mine 
from 6000 to 8000 hectolitres of coals within the period of 10 hours. The 
health and lives of the workmen are well secured by the employment of 
the new safety-lamps of MM. Boty, Fabry, Lemielle, and Co. More than 
one-half of the year’s produce of those mines was exported to France. 








Coat Minine iy Lasvan.—A new company is now formed for work- 
ing the mines of this island. The coal seam at Labuan is 9 ft. 6 in. in 
thickness. It is stated that the Eastern Archipelago Company were re- 
commended, eight years since, to do just what the new company are going 
to do at present. The Borneo Company (limited) is in the Sarawak 
country, working coal and antimony, but the affair is looking downwards.

ArrestInc THE ASCENT oF Mine Sxirs.—Mr. 8. Bailey, Wednesbury, 
has patented an invention, the object of which is to prevent accidents from over-winding. 
To the standards above the mouth of the pit he fixes a strong iron ring, about 1 foot in 
diameter ; the act of drawing up the skip brings a series of levers in contact with the 
ring, and disconnects the cage from the hoisting chain, and at the same time as the 
disconnection takes place, a series of hooks clip the ring, and prevent its descent. 





Iron v. SteEEL—Imrortant EXPERIMENTS AS TO THE STRENTH OF 
Wire Rore.—Some experiments have been mace at the Corporation Testing Works, 
King’s Dock, on wire rope manufactured by Messr:. Garnock, Bibby, and Co., for the 
purpose of proving the strength of steel wire in comparison with the ordinary wire rope ; 
they were conducted under the superi 1 of Mr. Macd d, superintendent of 
the testing machine,and witnessed by Capt. Cornforth, Capt. Enright,and Mr. Stephen- 
gon (of Messrs. Garnock, Bibby, and Co.’s), and several others. The first piece put to 
the test was a length of 3 fms. charcoal wire rope, 3 in. in circumference, which broke 
at 13 tons—a tension of 1 ton 6 cwts. above the manufacturers’ tables. The next was 
a length of 3 fms. of 3 in. ordinary puddled steel wire rope, which gave way at a strain 
of 13 tons 15 cwts.; and the last was a similar length of steel wire, but differently pre- 
pared, which stood a strain of 16 tons 5 cwts. The result of theexperiments was highly 
satisfactory to the manufacturers, and clearly showed the superiority of steel over iron 
in point of strength ; but it must be borne in mind that although the experiments prove 
steel to be much stronger than iron wire, sti!! they are not to be considered fair compari- 
sons between steel and iron, as steel is much weakened in the process of drawing, in 
consequence of having to be so repeatedly annealed. The puddied steel was manufac- 
tured by the Mersey Steel and Iron Company, under Mr. Clay’s patent process, and was 
drawn and made into rope by Messrs. Garnock, Bibby, and Co. in order to test its quality.

For myself, 1 am fully convinced nothing but a sufficient 
capital is required to ensure large and increasing profits, as silver is to be found in 
many spots already discovered, although the greater portion of this immense property

Mistnc ComMITTEEs.—I am not aware that that such a body as a committee of manage- 
ment in mincs was known 40 years ago. I think that the first committee was ap- 
pointed about 35 years ago, and that it consisted chiefly of merchants (adventurers) 
who supplied the articles of consumption to the mine. No doubt the origin is attri- 
butable to the desire on the part of the merchants to control the supplies —taking care 
of “ No. 1,” as people say. So far as the company is concerned, there is not the slightest 
utility in the appointment. The company appoint a manager in whom they confide, 
or ought to confide, and he is quite competent, if a proper person fur the office, to pro- 
cure supplies of the right kind, and to direct all operations in the mine. He meets 
the company at their bi-month'y or quarterly meetings, when if any charge is made 
against his conduct in any respect it can then be diseussed. The only advantages (7) 
that I can percefvec to arise from a committee are these subjoined—1l. If the members 
or their friends are merchants, they can direct the manager (so called) to send to them 
for all goods required on the mince, whether these goods are of good or bad quality.— 
2. The committee can have a day's pleasure in attending at the account-house, eat a 
g00d dinner,and drink a few bottles of wine.—3. [f the committee-men reside in 
London, Birmingbam, Leeds, Manchester, &., it is probably good fur their health to 
take a journe? into the country, at the expense of the company of about 507. per journey, 
as in the case uf heal Uny. 4. If the manager offen] either of those important gen- 
tlemen, he can influence his co-members to wreak his vengeance on the offender by 
dispensing with his services, as in Wheal Uny, where Captain Rowe was discharged 
without any just ground. Those mining companies who wish to secure all these ad- 
vantages will, of course, appoint, or extend the existence of, committees of manage- 
ment.—S.: Sept. 19. .

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The phenomena of races have been, and deserve to be, the subjects of the 
attentive study of the philosopher. We find one race of people exhibiting 
great inconstancy of purpose, ever craving for novelties, and ever rushing 
after phantoms which their imaginations have clothed with the gay robes 
of Hope. Another, and it may be a neighbouring race, appears to anchor 
upon the rocks on which their fathers built. They cling to the mildewed 
customs, and hang on by the lichened rules, believing that every departure 
from the laws which guided their forefathers will be attended with curses, 
and that the blessings of life are only to be secured by standing still. 

The primitive races in our own islands exhibit this latter failing, but in 
no one district do we find such a fondness for things “as their fathers left 
them ” as in Cornwall. Gifted with mental powers of a superior kind, 
blessed with habits of the most persevering industry, courageous in 
moments of severe trial, and daring even to a fault, the Cornish people 
hold the past in so much reverence, that they are guided through the 
present time by its traditions, and would fain perpetuate them as guiding 
rules for the future. In the rush of ordinary commercial engagements 
much of modern habits have been engrafted on the old stock, so that the 
principle of conservatism has almost been killed out; butin those engage- 
ments which chain men to the soil, such as agriculture and mining, the lights 
of modern improvements are admitted slowly, and at first ever unwillingly. 

The miner, even before the statistician told him the fact, saw that his 
brethren died around him more rapidly than did other men; he felt that 
he, though numbering fewer years, was a far older man than his neigh- 
bour, who worked for his daily bread in the light of heaven. He knew 
that bad air, damps, and climbing were doing the work of death, yet with- 
out a murmur he endured them all, because his father had endured them, and 
he even fought against any improvement which promised an amelioration 
of the baleful conditions, since his traditions never told him of their virtues. 
Mr. Costar found as much difficulty in introducing the pumping-engine 
in his day, as did the Polytechnic Society in persuading one mine to adopt 
‘the man-engine, which is now employed only in five. After all the evi- 
dences given in the lead mines of Yorkshire and Camberlond, and in the 
collieries of the Midland and Northern coal fields, how slowly has been the 
introduction of improvements in the primitive modes of winding. Guides 
are even now found but ina few mines, and a safety-skipin butone. Year 
after year the Cornwall Polytechnic Society offers premiums for improve- 
ment in ventilation, yet noone responds. Every man employed in the mines 
of Cornwall has been brought to admit that there are advantaces in giving 
some education to their children; all the thinking agents of the mines— 
and they are many—allovw that, with the inereasing difficulties of the deep 
mines, improvements in their mechanical arrangements would be a great 
advantage; and, in fact, that in every department of mining an advanced 
knowledge would be of the highest benefit. Yet, Sir Cuartes Lemon 
engages teachers of the highest class, at his own cost, and a few students 
only can be induced by earnest solicitation to attend their teaching. He 
then makes the county a princely offer to endow for Cornwall a Mining 
School, and the offer is refused. After years, others renew the effort. The 
Mining School at Truro for a few years drags itself along, and it is then 
allowed to die out; and now the only teacher connected with science which 
Cornwall countenances is a young student from the late School, who is 
zealously devoting himself to teaching some small classes of his brethren 
a little chemistry. 

Last year, about the period of the annual exhibition of the Cornwall 
Polytechnic Society, we devoted some portion of the Mininc JouRNaAL to 
the subject of the Miners’ Epucation, At that meeting the matter was 
fully discussed, and the discussion was printed—we have it now before us. 
The result then was—‘‘ Dr. Banuam thought the meeting might record 
that three different schemes had been proposed, and appoint a committee for 
their consideration, and ultimately a resolution to this effect was adopted.” 
In the bosom of that committee the three conceptions died, and Cornwall, 
by far the most important mining district in the world, is without its 
Mining School. Bristol has its School, doing good work; Glasgow has 
organised its system of teaching; Durham has most zealously set itself to 
work to establish a Mining College; Lancashire is bestirring itself, and 
yet Cornwall is silent. 

Next week, the annual meeting of the Royal Cornwall Polytechnic So- 
ciety takes place. Let us hope that it will not be a mere gathering of the 
rank and beauty of the county. Let us entreat the committee appointed 
last year tu report on the “three different schemes,”—they may possibly be 
rolled into one good one; and let us hope that the intelligence of Corn- 
wall may be led to see, that since the miners of the present day are not in 
the same condition as they were in the days when Borie declared tin 
mining to be a healthful employment; they may bestir themselves to the 
introduction of some ameliorating principles, although they may not be 
according to tradition. 








Opposition is said to be good for trade, and competition begets pro- 
sperity. We frequently see, when rival tradesmen establish themselves in 
a locality, they are, with proper diligence, of course, sure to prosper, as 
customers are attracted to the neighbourhood, from the very fact that man- 
kind are prone to patronise that which their fellows desire; therefore, either 
the one party or the other is sure to reap a profit. To this rule, very 
nearly universal, Mining is not an exception; even this abstruse and long- 
neglected science has had its days of prosperity and adversity; districts 
have had their days of fashion and neglect ; the very metals have had 
their times of favour and-disfavour, as regarded the mining thereof. 

A few years since South American and Mexican mining seized the pub- 
lic mind as with a mania; the untold wealth to be there obtained was laid 
before the British public in the most seductive language and glowing 
colours. They for whom the glittering bait had been so cunningly ar- 
ranged easily took the gaudy bauble, many of them to their total ruin, and 
many more to their sad pecuniary loss and greater chagrin, inflicting 
immeasurable injury to mining generally, but to our home mining in 
particular, by withdrawing capital from schemes that were really legiti- 
mate, and expatriating our best miners by the delusive hopes of greater 
wages and permanent situations. 

At present, England and her colonies, by their intrinsic metallic worth, 
no less than by the honest principles on which their undertakings are con- 
ducted, and the laws by which they are protected, confessedly stand (as 
we trust they may long do) at the head of the mining world. 

How many times Redruth, Wendron, St. Just, Tavistock, and various 
others of our mining districts, have experienced the vicissitudes of public 
patronage, as a great prize has turned up in each of them, it would be 
beyond our province to declare; but to those who have seen half a century 
wane, they must present themselves to their memories as periodical occur- 
rences, happening in cycles, as hot summers are said to do. ‘Tin, copper, 
and lead mines, have each and all had their patrons and malcontents. At 
present, tirl mines are most decidedly in the ascendant ; a few years since 
poor ‘* Jack” was wholly neglected, but now even he has his friends and 
his advocates. 

Ireland, above all countries, has, perhaps, had the most extraordinary 


berant feelings of her population either in prosperity or adversity, we 
know not; neither is it our purpose or intention to enquire; nor is it our 
province to investigate the idiosyncrasy of the Irish character; but this we 
now, the mines of Ireland were in ancient times celebrated for their rich 
produce. Within our own memory they lay dormant in almost entire neg- 
lect; then for a time revived, and for that time were prosecuted with amaz- 
ing yigour, receiving general support; then as suddenly returned to their 
former inactivity and their proprietors, to their ps acer yA 

A better day has arisen for this part of the United Kingdom, whose 
mineral riches have long been proverbial. Every post brings us assur- 
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the noble cause enlisting them, The companies now being established are 
not the mere evanescent bubbles of a temporary excitement, or the out. 
bursts of reaction—No ; “they are founded on true principles for develop. 
ing national resources, conducted by men of sterling integrity and known 
business habits. We rejoice to know the majority of all these great ang 
good efforts have been begun and carried out by Irishmen and Irish capi. 
tal. We also perceive that in nearly every instance the boards have their 
chief offices in the metropolis of the island. These things are as they 
should be, and are decidedly steps in the right direction. We have been 
at considerable pains and expense to ascertain facts ; and of the probabilities 
of success we are assured by competent authorities all the elements, both 
in the mines and management are present; we, therefore, wish Irish 
miners “ God speed !” and beg them not to be jealous of rivalry, but to

The trial of Mr. Joun Nicot at the Central Criminal Court for having felo. 
niously appropriated a bill of lading for a cargo of coals—the dispute with 
reference to which was referred to in the Mininc JouRNAL of Sept. 3— 
has resulted ina verdictof ‘* Not Guilty,” which was received with a burs 
of applause, thus proving that the view we expressed upon the subject was 
correct. We opined that the criminal prosecution was not justifiable, but 
were inclined to attribute the course adopted by Messrs. Fowxes and Co, 
as the application of the /ex talionis from a sudden 7 of feeling on 
the part of the prosecutors ; but, from the remarks of Mr. J ustice Byes, 
it would appear that Messrs. FowLes and Co. were probably instigated by 
less worthy motives. In summing up the case to the jury the Judge ex. 
plained the nature and effect of the Fraudulent Trustees Act, and ro. 
marked that, undoubtedly the effect of criminal instead of civil proceed- 
ings having been instituted was to give the prosecutor an opportunity of 
telllng his own story,-while the mouth of the defendant was effectually 
closed ; and, under such cireumstances, it was the duty of the jury to look 
at the case earefully, in order that no injustice might be done. His Lord- 
ship then called the attention of the jury to the facts that had been deposed 
to, and he said that it would be a very material question for the jury 
whether the only object of the prosecutor was not to obtain the price of 
the coals, and if the money had been paid, whether they thought a cri- 
minal prosecution would ever have becn thought of. The feeling of the 
coal trade generally upon the matter cannot be better expressed than by 
repeating the foreman’s statement, that “the jury were also of opinion 
that, if a prosecution like the present was to be sanctioned, any person 
dealing with bills of lading might almost at any moment be taken into 
custody and charged with felony.” 

Lamentable as it may have been for the defendant to have had his mouth 
closed by the substitution of criminal for civil proceedings, we doubt 
whether Mr. Hunter will not regret that he also was not in a similar 
plight ; for certainly the facts which Mr. Steric elicited in cross-ex- 
amining him were any but those he would willingly have published. Mr. 
Hunter admitted that Mr. Nico. complained that the first cargo of coals 
was inferior to the description given of them in the bill of lading and in 
the invoice ; that Mr. Nico had paid for that cargo the moment he was 
applied to for the money; that he (Mr. Hunter) had heard that the 
coals in question were stated to be mere rubbish, and that Mr. Nico had 
been obliged to take them back on account of their bad quality, and had 
offered to sell them at a loss of 10 per cent. upon the price he had paid 
for them ; that there was no attempt on the part of Mr. Nicow to conceal 
the fact that he had disposed of the bill of lading in the manner stated, 
but that he (Mr. Nicor) asserted his right to do so, and offered to submit 
the matter to arbitration, and pay Messrs. Fowxs and Co. the difference 
between the price of the second cargo and the amount overpaid upon the 
first ; and that, after the second bill of lading had been disposed of by 
Mr. Nico, Mr. Hunrer drew up a form of settlement of the matter, but 
afterwards destroyed it and instituted the criminal proceedings. ‘Taking 
the whole facts of the case into consideration, we think the anticipation ot 
Mr. Nicot and his counsel that there lies a good action for damages will 
not be groundless, but the amount will, of course, have to be decided be- 
fore the proper tribunal. 








MAGNITUDE ayp IMPORTANCE or tut MINERAL DEPOSITS 
or tHe WEST or SCOTLAND—IMPORTANT DISCOVERIES. 
The major part of the vast area occupied by the Scottish coal field is re- 
markable for the richness and variety of its mineral contents. In this re- 
spect it isnot surpassed, if indeed equalled, by any of the English coal 
fields. Many of its numerous coal seams are of superior thickness, and 
often of excellent quality. Bituminous shales, rich in gas and mineral oil, 
commonly accompany them, at the head of which stands that highly va- 
luable, though apparently limited product, the **’‘Torbane mineral,” the 
Lesmahago coal ranking next in its gaseous qualities. Clayband iron- 
stone frequently abounds, and large tracts of country are now known to 
contain the greatly prized blackband, for comparatively small areas of 
which almost fabulous sums have been paid even before touched by the 
pick of the miner. 
The invaluable series above briefly enumerated, with other concomitant 
minerals also of economic value, attain perhaps their fullest and most ex- 
tensive development in Lanark and Ayrshire. This, in fact, is abundantly 
exemplitied by the numerous collieries and blast-furnaces which are grouped 
about the more western districts. Notwithstanding, however, this great 
carboniferous field may, comparatively speaking, be truly designated a new 
one, vast tracts of it are wholly unexplored; but wherever mining opera- 
tions have been commenced with judgment, and conducted with even ordi- 
nary skill and perseverance, the results have usually been most satisfactory 
and encouraging, revealing frequently inexhaustible stores of both coal and 
argillaceous iron ores.

the ordinary limits of life allotted toman. ‘The Minister for Mines should 
: 4 person carefully selected, not only for his administrative qualities, but 
ikewise for his scientific acquirements; he should, at the same time that 

presided over his department, have the control of all educational esta- 

ishments, The officials who were in the servicé of the mining ministry 
should not be appointed either for purposes of jobbery or patronage, but 
should have some knowledge of mining and the allied sciences. This 
would naturally be an innovation on the present system, but as inspections 
Would take place periodically of the different mineral and metallic mines, 
Necessitating the going underground, probably this department would not 
so eagerly sought after by the scions of the upper ten thousand, and 
ng left to the energies of the middle class might be efficiently worked.

AND “LIMITED” MINING COMPANIES. } 
The whole of the materials, and ores at surface, on these mines, situated | 
in the neighbourhood of Ashburton, were sold on ‘Tuesday last, in conse- | 
quence of a magistrates’ order, obtained by the workmen for wages unpaid 
during several months. The materials were trifling, consisting principally 
of two stamps’ axles, which have remained on the dressing-floors at 
Crownley, from the old Hayter Consols working. ‘They sold for 10/. 10s. 
each; all the remaining materials realising under 10/. ‘The ores consistec 
of 50 tons of tmstuff, at Hemsworthy Corner and at Smith’s Wood; they 
sold for 19/. ‘The debts uncovered by this sale amount to about 300/., for 
which it is stated proceedings are being taken against Capt. Browning, the 
agent at the mines. Considerably sympathy is expressed in the neigh- 
bourhood for Capt. Browning, who, although acting simply as an agent, 
is left to bear the whole of the liabilities, it being impossible to get any 
money or satisfaction from the parties in London. The recent stoppage, 
or non-payment of wages, in a neighbouring mine, near Ashburton, which 
has been lately brought out under a new name, with a capital of 60,0007., 
as a limited liability company, has also throw a gloom on the district, and 
put ‘limited’? companics rather out of favour. In the case of the last 
company referred to, it is also understood that there are no materials avail- 
able to meet the debts, inasmuch as the machinery on the mine in reality 
belongs to the landlord, and not tothe company. There is no practical re- 
medy against the company, it being ‘limited,’ other than to present a 
petition to wind it up; a not very satisfactory remedy, considering that it 
is very doubtful if, after having done so, anything would be forthcoming. 
Mining agents and merchants cannot be too cautious in their dealings with 
these ** limited ”’ companies, for it generally turns out, when a crash comes, 
that all the responsible men in the concern have already advanced the whole 
amount for which their shares are liable, and are thus free from all liability. 
Besides, in the case of a moderate debt, it is better to lose the money than 
incur the expense, trouble, and chance of increased loss by applying for a 
winding-up. In the case of such a company, no agent is safe in incurring 
labour cost beyond the value of the materials on the mine. 





Tae MINING ann INDUSTRIAL INTERESTS or CORNWALL. 
[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT IN WEST CORNWALL.) 

Serr. 22.—There has been a moderate business doing in mine shares, 
and prices, on the whole, have been well maintained, partly arising from 
the belief that the standards for copper and tin are more likely to advance 
in some degree than to decline. The Metal Trade is said to be in a 
healthy state at the present time, with expectations that the demand 
will increase. 

At Wheal Buller meeting a dividend of 27. 10s. per share was declared, 
leaving about the same balance to credit of next account as there was at 
the previous meeting. The mine has been very productive of copper ore 
in past times, having yielded, from 1821 to 1857, ores to the amount of 
743,480. ; but the produce of copper has now greatly fallen off, being only 
about 1000/. per month, whilst the tin yielded by the mine seems to be on the 
increase. Further discoveries, however, will be necessary to maintain even 
its present position ; but this district has not hitherto been productive of 
much ore in depth, like the Gwennap district. South Frances shares are 
still depressed. Carn Brea are about 84. East Basset about 160 and 
165. West Basset, 21. At South Carn Brea there is a productive lode 
in the 78 east, and the same level west is also promising. St. Day United 
is looking well at several points. Wheal Clifford shares about 255. Gram- 
bler are flat. North Downs have a tendency to advance. West Damsel 
shares have declined. At Great South Tolgus the 80 west continues worth 
about 30/. per fm, At Camborne Vean and Wheal Francis the tin lode 
holds good, and is very large in the bottom level, with indications of im- 
provement. North Roskear has recently improved, and shares have some- 
what advanced. Rosewarne and Herland was reported last week to have 
a valuable tin lode, and shares advanced. Great Alfred has much disap- 
pointed the expectations of many persons, but the mine is now stated to be 
looking better than it has for some time past. At Wheal Grenville, the 
north and main parts of the lode have come together, and may lead to a 
considerable improvement ; the 90 west continues to look very favourable. 
Wheal Margaret shares have advanced in consequence of an improve- 
ment. Providence shares are also somewhat better. Wheal Ellen is 
looking well, and likely to improve and increase samplings. Pendeen ap- 
pears to improve as the mine is opened in depth. 

The subject of the unhealthiness of the mining population of Cornwall 
is attracting some attention. ‘This is shown by the prevalence of chest 
complaints and other diseases, from which a much larger proportion of 
the miners die than of the surrounding population. It is also shown by 
the large mortality among the children of the miners, arising from the en- 
feebled condition of the race. The principal causes of this unhealthiness 
of the mining population are said to the defective ventilation of the mines, 
and the excessive exertion to which the men are subjected in ascending 
from deep mines by almost perpendicular ladders, when they have been 
previously much exhausted by their labour in an impure atmosphere. 
The latter cause of extreme exhaustion and unhealthiness applies only to 
deep mines which are fot provided with man engines; and it is well 
known that the working miners, when they have the opportunity, will 
desert the deep mines in a neighbourhood, and go to work in shallower 
ones which have been more recently opened. But they have not always 
this opportunity, and sometimes the supply of labour exceeds the demand 
for it, and the miners have then to work wherever they can obtain a live- 
lihood, however unfavourable it may be to health. The exhaustion in 
ascending from deep mines may be obviated by the use of a man-engine, 
or by adopting the patent safety-cage, lowered and raised by a steam-en- 
gine, such as is now used in the collieries in the neighbourhood of Glas- 
gow. But the question of better ventilation is not so easily and readily to 
be dealt with. }e many of the Cornish mines there is very good ventila- 
tion; in many others, it is in some parts of the workings very bad. This 
arises from a bad system of mining. It is for the interest of tne adven- 
turers that the ventilation should be good in every part of the mine; be- 
cause where it is bad the bargains are set at higher prices than where the 
air is good; and especially is this the case where there is not a surplusage 
of labourers. But the adventurers do not exercise that direct and minute 
supervision over the workings which is necessary to keep them well ven- 
tilated. ‘They leave the sinking of shafts, driving of levels, and the places 
where winzes shall be sunk, for the most part to the agents; and the latter, 
sometimes from false economy, sometimes from waat of judgment, do not 
always carry out the workings in a way toensurethe best ventilation. How, 
then, is this matter—serious as it becomes when we look at it as endanger- 
ing and destroying the lives of the miners—to be remedied? Ithas been sug- 
gested that there should be a Government inspection of metalliferous as 
well as of coal mines. Such an interference would not be well received

At 
Copper Hill Mine, a man employed in the mine fell from the footway lad- 
der to three fathoms below the adit, where he was found hanging by one of 
his feet between one of the staves of the ladder and a board placed across 
the shaft ; he was taken to his home, and died in a few hours. :

The line has opened up 
a new and almost unknown part of the kingdom to the many persons who 
visit the sea coast for health, and delight in extensive marine views and 
wild and romantic cliff scenery. 
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REPORT FROM NORTHUMBERLAND AND DURHAM. 
[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT. J 

Sepr. 22.—The demand for coal has somewhat improved lately, and 
prices have also been enhanced to some extent. The rates of freight are 
from the Tyne to London, 5s. 9d. per ton; Portsmouth, 7s. 3d.; Exeter 
Quay, 10/. 10s., per keel; Dublin, 97. 103.; to the Mediterranean, 15/7. 
A joint-stock company has been formed int the Consett Tron-Works dis- 
trict for the purpose of procuring a supply of water for those extensive 
works, and also for the use of the inhabitants of the district generally. 
This will be a great public benefit to the neighbourhood, as the want of 
such a supply has long been most urgently felt. It is to be hoped the 
project will be vigorously pushed forward, as it will be both for the exten- 
sive manufactory and for sanitary purposes of very great utility. 
Through the kindness of Mr. Dunn, the Government Inspector, we have 
been favoured with a copy of his report for 1858—that is, for North 
Durham, Northumberland, and Cumberland. The first general fact which 
arrests attention in this report, which is also a very gratifying one, is the 
absence of any serious or extensive explosion, or other calamity. That the 
passing of the Act has materially assisted to bring about this result there 
can be no doubt, more care being observed in the general arrangements, 
and in the use of safety-lamps in all fiery mines, and in pillar workings. 
The greatest number of fatalities occurs under the head of ** sundries. 
The next in order being from falls of coal and stone. In thick seams ac~ 
cidents are very common from falls‘of coal; those can only be prevented 
by greater care being taken by the men themselves—greater caution o 
their part appears to he the only preventive in those cases ; and where 
the roof is tender many accidents occur from falls of stone. T hose can 
only be prevented or reduced by greater care being exercised by the over- 
men, deputies, and workmen combined. The next in order are accidents 
in shafts. When the large quantity of coal raised in those counties is con- 
sidered, and the number of men who ascend and descend those mines daily 
is taken into account, the number of accidents cannot be considered large; 
indeed, the principal accidents under this head appear to have occurred im 
repairing the shafts, and are owing to carelessness or oversight on the 
part of the men themselves. The repairing of shafts, especially deep ones, 
will, however, alwayS' be attended with much danger. The next in order 
are accidents from explosions. Those are happily not very numerous ; 
but that the accidents under all the heads can be still farther reduced there 
is little doubt. A further extension of the Act, and its working by means 
of sub-inspectors or otherwise, would, it is thought by many, tend to 
this result. How far life may be injured or shortened by the presence of 
foul air, owing to imperfect ventilation in mines producing carbonic acif 
gas can, of course, only be conjectured. The effect of this gas and of 
powder smoke become stagnant is well known to be very injurious to the 
workmen in some mines. It is generally considered to be scarcely possible 
for the present number of Inspectors to examine all the mines under their 
charge, so as to satisfy themselves on all those points. 
A curious case of defrauding colliery owners has been detected lately at 
the Woodhouse Close Colliery. George Thompson and a man named 
Moore had, it appears, for a considerable period carried on a system of 
fraud by means of their tokens. Moore was apprehended on Friday week 
at Morley Hill Colliery, where he had removed from the former place. He 
was taken to Auckland, and in the course of the journey he admitted that 
he had been giving in a false account. He was brought before the Rev. 
J.G. Wallace on the following day, and committed for trial. Thompson 
has also been committed. 
The Tyne piers continue to progress most satisfactorily, and when com- 
pleted will improve the Tyne materially. ‘The progress made in August 
has been the greatest since the commencement of the works: 400 men 
are now employed on them—150 on the north pier, and 250 on the south. 








THE IRON anno METAL TRADES or STAFFORDSHIRE,

Sepr. 22.—The quarterly mecting of the Ironmasters’ Association is 

fixed for Thursday next. It appears to be admitted on all hands that no 

alteration will be made in the official list of prices, which are—common 

bars, 7/. 10s.; hoops, 82. 10s.; sheets and plates, 9/. These prices have 

now prevailed upwards of a year and a half. When the last reduction of 


10s. was agreed upon it was hoped that an advance would take place in 
the course of a few months, and accordingly no corresponding reduction 
was made in wages, which continue at the rate given when prices were 
19s. per ton higher than at present. Atthe commencement of the present 
quarter, when the unexpected news of the Peace of Villafranca created san- 
guine expectations, it was anticipated by many that an advance of at least 
10s. per ton would take place at the close of the quarter, but this ex- 
pectation has not been realised. As usual at the close of a quarter, there 
is not much doing in the sale of pig-iron, buyers hanging back in the 
hope of possibly securing better terms. The makers of good pigs, how- 
ever, appear to stand firmly for late prices. . : 

Some orders have been given out for the Russian market, the result, it 
is thought, of the recent reduction in the import duties on iron sent to the 
northern ports of that country. 

Accounts from South Wales represent the Iron Trade there as quiet. 

In the Hardware Trades of this town and neighbourhood, and of Bir- 
mingham, there is no new feature. The advices from Australia by the 
last news represent the trade there as improving. The South American 
trade continues much depressed. 

The strike of the chain-makers is not terminated. At a mecting of the 
men, on Wednesday, it was stated that a considerable number of the mas- 
ters had yielded to the men’s demands, and that about half the men were 
consequently at work. 

The estate of Messrs. Morris and Son, ironmasters of Tipton, which is 
being worked under inspection, having failed to pay the recond instal- 
ment of 2s. Gd. in 1/., the creditors have been summoned together, and an 
account of the position of affairs rendered. ‘The inspectors are authorised 
to continue working the concern, or to realise it as they may see best. 

A variety of clegant oil and candle lamps for the Great Eastern have 
been made, and others are in course of manufacture by Mr. J. P. Marrian. 

The Midland Counties Herald of to-day notices, with warm approval, 
mantel-pieces got up by Mr. Wm. Potts, of Handsworth, near Birming- 
ham, in which a very chaste and effective style of ornamentation is secured 
by the employment, in a novel measure, of metal enrichments in combina- 
tion with marble, stone, or wood. Specimens of this novel manufacture, 
exhibited at a recent meeting of the Institute of British Architects, were 
very generally admired and approved as a decided step in this branch of 
artistic manufacture.

» some very beautiful specimens of Minton’s Sévres: particularly we noticed a pair 
of vases and centrepicce in turquoise blue; the centrepiece painted with Watteau sub- 
jects, the vases with single figures on the plain ground of the porcelain. A similar set 
tn deep uJtramarine blue is equally good, the centrepiece being painted admirably with 
“figures of bambini playing. Those charming figures, in pure white Sevres, have also been 
most snecessfally reproduced, equal to the old work in every respect of style and drawing, 
and supertor in the brilliant whiteness of the paste. To attain to this perfection has 
been a work of persevering study and expenditure of capital. but it has proved in every 
FAY & success without question. The Rose du Barry porcelain is also made by Messrs. 
“Minton, but not with equal perfection ; the exquisite colour of this china as yet remains 
a thing of the past. But, perhaps, the modern majolica is even a more important de- 

P of art facture. In this there is more scope for our native boldness of 
Style. Some very fine ornamental pieces have lately been executed in the style of the 
Palissy and majolica ware, but with very considerable varieties, which show how much 
this manufacture is capable of. At Messrs. Goode’s are to be seen some noble ewers and 
salvers painted with figures in the manner of Giulio Romano, and very boldly mounted 
im the renaissance style of ornament ; particularly remarkable also is a large vase with 
snake handles, painted with arabesque subjects in white. Of the larger pieces there are 
two extremely clever and original in design; the one a sort of tripod tazza, about four 
Met high, in the renaissance style, with satyr heads at the angles, and richly coloured ; 
the other is a flower-stand for a large hall, formed of large ox-horns twisted together at 
the small ends upon a central one, which is surrounded with a branch of fig-tree and 
cones, all painted in true colours. This forms a very handsome and useful piece of hall 
furniture, the horns serving to hold flowers and the centre one, perhaps,a lamp. A 
pair of covered dishes, in the form of baskets guarded by turkeys, are capitally modelled, 
and painted au naturel. Those prettily painted tazzas, called Sienna and Neapolitan 
JSaience, have also been extremely well imitated. 


The Redditch Railway, connecting that town with the Midland line, 
was opened on Monday last, and the event was the occasion of no little 
rejoicing to the inhabitants of this celebrated needle-making place.

Serr. 22,—The Lron Trade continues to give proof of the continued and 
steady progress which is being made. In the Yorkshire districts trade 
as very active, and now that the weather is cooler the men in the forges 
are enabled to work full time. There are orders for a large quantity of 
rails out here, and two firms in Yorkshire have received the contracts. In 
the Leeds district considerable gossip has been occasioned by the defal- 
cations of Mr. J. H. Sadler, the Leeds agent of the Butterley [ron Com- 

ny, who has absconded, leaving his employers minus about 10007. He 

left Leeds suddenly on Tuesday, and is supposed to have gone to Liver- 
pool, and proceeded thence to America; a warrant is out for his appre- 
hension. Before leaving he wrote to his wife, informing her that he was 
going to India. 

The Coal Trade is becoming active, as the demand for the winter trade 
has now commenced. There is great activity in the Yorkshire districts 
with to the London supply ; and as the winter demand increases 
we shall have an additional impetus given to this wholesome spirit of com- 
petition. In hire the consumption for manufacturing purposes is 
mcreasing, on account of the improvement in trade. Increased activity 
is being manifested in the Derbyshire district for supplies for the London 
and southern markets. 

The mining interest in Derbyshire does not present any features worthy 
Notice this week. There has been a meeting of the directors and share- 
holders of the New Midland Mine at Chesterfield to-day, and it was pretty 
mumerously attended, The principal business was to consider the pro- 
priety of proceeding further with the works. The shaft has now been sunk 
down to the toadstone, and the company cannot proceed further without 
additional capital.

The provisional committee of the intended Duffield and Wirksworth 
Railway are making an effort to get the whole of the necessary capital 
sabscribed, and if they should succeed in constructing the line, it will mate- 
rially benefit the mineral interest in its route. 








REPORT FROM MONMOUTHSHIRE AND SOUTH WALES. 
[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT IN SOUTH WALES] 

Sept. 22.—Several fresh Continental orders have been received since 
our last, and thus increased briskness characterises trade. All descriptions 
of iron are in fair demand, and large quantities are being shipped at the 
docks. The Coal Trade is also active, freights remaining nearly the same 
as last quoted. The large docks at Cardiff are not too extensive for the 
accommodation of the vessels which crowd there. The Bute East Dock, 
recently extended, covers an area of 45 acres; and the West Dock is 4000 
feet in length, and 200 feet wide. When it is considered that mineral 
produce constitutes the staple trade of the port, it must be evident that 
mining enterprise in South Wales has been making rapid progress of late 
years. A very cursory examination of the returns of trade demonstrate 
this fact. In 1840, the number of vessels which entered the Bute Docks 
was 492, carrying 1981 tons of iron, and 28,056 tons of coals. In 1857, 
the number of vessels was 6839, carrying 1,419,404 tons of coals, 141,146 
tons of iron, 91,494 tons of iron ore, and 21,275 tons of coke. The iron 
ore trade in Cardiff did not occupy much attention till 1841, and the re- 
turns of the exports of coke were not commenced till 1853. The increase 
in the exportation of coal within seventeen years has been enormous, and 
in iron and iron ore similar advance has been made. In fact, ever since 
the opening of the docks there has been a steady progress in every depart- 
ment, and the returns of one twelvemonth contrast advantageously with 
those of the preceding year. We trust that the undertaking recently fin- 
ished will be as prosperous and successful as the promoters could wish. 

Great preparations are being made in Swansea for the opening of the 
new docks there. Some fears are entertained with respect to the weather, 
occasional showers of rain having fallen. If, however, circumstances should 
prove favourable, great demonstrations of rejoicing will be made. An in- 
habitant of Swansea—a respectable shopkeeper—wishing doubtless to give 
the event as much éclat as possible, wrote to Prince Albert, requesting 
him to be present at the opening, and preside at the festivities. A cour- 
teous reply was received, thanking the enthusiastic tradesman for his in- 
vitation, but pleading the multiplicity of the Prince’s engagements as a 
reason for his not accepting it. It was hoped that the Duke and Duchess 
of Beaufort would be present, but the invitation having been declined, Miss 
Talbot, daughter of the Lord-lieutenant of the county, will take the prin- 
cipal part in the opening ceremony. At the banquet Sir William Arm- 
strong and other distinguished guests are expected. We shall give the 
particulars respecting the event in our next. 

We have frequently referred during the progress of the work to the con- 
struction of a new forge at Blaenavon, rendered necessary by the large 
additional amount of business done at those works. We have now the 
satisfaction of recording the completion of the undertaking. On Monday 
last the forge was opened, the day being observed as a holiday throughout 
the place. The streets were decorated with flags, and the inhabitants em- 
braced every means of testifying their gratification. A procession of work- 
men, tradesmen, and others proceeded to the forge, where the following 
address was presented to the directors of the company :— 

“ GENTLEMES,— We, the tradesmen and other inhabitants of Blaenavon, wish most 
heartily to congratulate you on the present auspicious occasion. We now realise the 
hope long cherished of having a forge. This has been accomplished by your uuwearied 
efforts and erance. Receive our heartfelt gratitude for what has heen done, and 
let us indulge the hope that the works, under your able management, may be further 
improved and extended. This is a happy day for Biaenavon—t is the inauguration of 
2 new era in its history. May you live long to enjoy the triumph of your skill and 
energy, and may the workmen employed be prosperous and happy! Allow us, in con- 
ciusion, to thank you most heartily for the kind interest you have taken, not only in 
the material, but also in the intellectaal and moral improvemest, of the inhabitants 
of this place.” 

Mr. Davis replied to this address on behalf of himself and his brother 
directors. He said the directors had not expected that any 
would have been made at that time, but wished it deferred until the whole 


of the mill is opened. Much “ energy and perseverance” had been re- 
quired to enable the directors to carry out their plans, and to overcome the 
many obstacles in their way. As a Welshman among Welshmen, he (Mr. 
Davis) never felt any doubt as to their suecess; but they would not won- 
der that his friend and brother director, Mr. Moxon, had felt doubts, and 
wished to see his way clear in bringing his money to be laid out in Wales. 
However, the directors persevered, and the result would, he trusted, be 
satisfactory to all. ‘Their planning would have been of no use if they had 
not had the hearty co-operation of willing and able hands; and he would 
mention their excellent manager, Mr. Plum, first, as being greatly service- 
able in the prosecution of the design. He had worked with them by day 
and thought with them by night. The engineer, Mr. Thomas, also merited 
their warm approval. Mr. Davis then alluded to other matters, and con- 
cluded by expressing a hope that the inhabitants of Blaenavon would en- 
joy increased prosperity. 2 

At the Neath Police Court, Thomas Rees was charged with leaving the 
service of the proprietors of the Crown Copper Works without giving proper 
notice. It is a rule that no man should leave his employment, or be dis- 
charged from it, without fourteen days notice being given. The defendant, 
in defence, said he wanted “to go to the fair,” but acknowledged that if 
he had asked for leave he might have hadit. ‘The magistrates sent him to 
prison for one month, with hard labour. John Danes was sentenced to a 
similar term of imprisonment for the same offence, and five other men were 
ordered to pay the costs of the proceedings against them. 

On Monday, two men were killed while at work in the Gorse Colliery 
by the fall of a stone. An inquest was held on Wednesday, before Mr. C. 
Collins, the coroner for the district, and a verdict of ‘* Accidental Death” 
was returned. 

The imports during the past week have been 145 tons of zinc ore for 
Messrs. Bath and Son, with miscellaneous cargoes of copper ore, timber, 
and sundries. A large number of vessels are now loading with steam-coal ; 
and the new South Docks (now open) afford the amplest facilities for all 
comers, the supply of the precious mineral being unlimited. 





[PROM OUR CORRESPONDENT IN DUBLIN.) 

Serr. 22.—I have been favoured with a view of the prospectus of the 
Crookhaven Minjng Company, which is about being issued, and as I have 
lately referred to the establishment of this company, I may anticipate the 
general circulation of the prospectus by alluding to its prominent features. 
The object of the company is, of course, to work the Crookhaven Mines, 
situate in the parish of Kilmoe, in the county of Cork. The lease and all 
the machinery and plant, consisting of steam-engine, boiler, crusher, pumps, 
with all the stores and offices, &c., have been purchased for 4850/., of 
which sum 4000/. will be taken up in shares. It is stated that in 1851 the 
working of these mines was commenced by a private company with a 
capital of 10,000/., and that no less than ten copper lodes were proved to 
concentrate on this property between parallels of 60 fathoms. In one of 
these lodes rich copper ore was found at surface, which was assayed by 
Messrs. Johnson and Co., and found to contain as much as 59 per cent. of 
fine copper, and 45 ozs. of silver to the ton. A steam-engine was erected, 
a permanent shaft sunk 42 fathoms, a cross-cut at the 40 fathom level was 
driven 20 fathoms, leaving about 20 more to be driven, when the sub- 
scribed capital was exhausted ; and as appeared by a letter from one of 
the directors, lately published in the Mining Journal, the company was 
unable to raise the necessary funds to complete the operations, and the con- 
cern was thrown into Chancery. Now, however, that the property is again 
about being worked, such is the eonfidence entertained in the success of 
the project, that directors and shareholders of the tormer company are 
coming forward as shareholders in the new one ; and it is stated that one- 
half of the necessary capital is already subscribed for.

The directors of the Wicklow Copper Mining Company have announced 
a dividend of 2/. per share, cr 80/. per cent. per annum for the half-year 
ended on the Ist inst., the profits being, as far as can be ascertained, about 
11,4007.

The contract with Government is 
of too binding a nature to be broken, and 78,000/. a-year guarantee is a 
substantial support to the undertaking. 

The war which has been so long raging between the Great Southern 
and Western and Midland Railways being now over, and peace pro- 
claimed, or nearly so, has had the eflect of enhancing very much the mar- 
ket value of the respective stocks ; the former is quoted 6/. 10s. per cent. 
premium, and the latter, 47. 15s. 

Mining shares were not much dealt in during the week. The discovery 
of lead and copper had the effect of creating a demand for Carysfort at 
15s. Wicklow Copper were quoted 1/. lower, but on the announcement of 
a 2/. dividend buyers came in, and they are now in demand.

MINING NOTABILIA. 
(EXTRACTS FROM OUR CORRESPONDENCE. } 


Copper Mrxtne 1s ANGLesea.—We learn that a company is about to 
be formed for working a valuable mineral property immediately to the south of the cele- 
brated Parys Mines, in the Island of Anglesea.
